Taxation is ever and always a sub 
jeet of interest and import to almost 
everybody. It has been the burden of 
all legislators frdtn the village coun¬ 
cil to the federal government. And 
in the petiod following the war and 
the times of stress it becomes even 
a gi eater problem. Everything al¬ 
most has been taxed, and even the 
ingenuity of men has been taxed in 
the effort to discover new sources of 
taxation. Every municipality, every 
piovince and the Dominion must have 
revenue to cany on, and taxation 
methods have become so many and 
complicated that there is developing a 
conflict between the municipalities 
and the provinces and between these 
and the Dominion. Just recently the 
city of Edmonton referred its taxa¬ 
tion problem to a commission for a 
lull and thorough investigation. The 
commission has reported and made 
recommendations, and the recommen¬ 
dations at once raise a point of dif¬ 
ference between that city and the pro¬ 
vince. Premier Greenfield, when 
questioned as to the attitude of his 
governmenT~on the question rai.-ed, 
said: “I am of the opinion that there 
will have to be a national conference 
on the whole question of taxation in 
order that the entire scale of Dorn- 
, provincial and municipal taxes 
be definitely determined and the 
exact extent of each so fixed that 
there will be no more confusion or 
overlapping. Such a conference, 1 
think, should be held pretty *oon. 
too.” This opinion is in accord with 
one of the planks of the political plat¬ 
form of the U.F.A. in the recent pro¬ 
vincial election, and we cannot set- 
why the idea should not be suppoited 
!by everybody. It looks to u* like an 
absolute and immediate necessity 
The U.F.A. will have rendered a line 
service if by their persistence they 
iinally succeed in their object of se¬ 
curing just such a conference as 
•described by Premier Greenfield. It 
cannot but be of some advantage.
